Attorney William J. Haynes,

tho defendants,

statem ent during the day before the 
Jury hearing the immunity pleas, read 
an excerpt from a letter written by 
President Roosevelt to Attorney G en ­ 
eral Moody 
in the Atchison, 
Topeka 
and Santa Fe rebate ease, which was 
a part of th** communications between 
the two men called 
for by congress 
some time ago. 
This letter is tak en 
by the packers as an admission by the 
president that th e departm ent of com ­ 
merce1 and labor and the d epartm ent 
of justice worked together to indict 
the packers, supporting tho contention 
of the packers upon which they rely 
for Immunity. 
T he 
defendant 
packers will 
e n ­ 
deavor to inject tho letter in the shape 
of evidence as if the president were 
present and testified concerning it. 
The iettor was written by the presi­ 
dent, June 12, 1905, 
at the* time1 the 
federal grand jury was sitting in C’hi- 
cago on the beef inquiry. 
That part 
of the letter read by Attorney Hynes, 
and which will he introduced by the 
defendants if possible 
as evidence 
from President Roosevelt, follows- 


From Roosevelt’s Letter. 


“With my approval the d ep artm ent 
of justice with the assistance of the 
d epartm ent of com m erce 
and labor 
has for months been endeavoring to 
find out w hether or not they can ob­ 
tain legal evidence of such wilful and 
deliberate violations of the Injunction 
by any individual. 
If the grand jury 
now sitting in Chicago finds an indict­ 
ment against any individual connected 
with

corporations,

would be because in their judgm ent 
such legal evidence of the violation of 
the injunction had 
been laid before 
them .” 
The letter is purported to be signed 
by President Roosevelt and is taken 
by the defendants as proof of thcdr 
contentions.

There was a meeting of the Commer­ 
cial (Mu > last night in the club rooms, 
called for the purpose of considering a 
proposition from F. E. Batterie?, of M in­ 
neapolis, in connection with a possible 
purchase of the mill by another party, 
who, if the deal went through expected 
to operate the mill for a term of years. 
Brainerd business men are n liberal 
set and are usually willing to do anv­ 
illing that is about right in the matter 
of giving bonuses and extending other 
gratuities to concerns which wish to on 
tor the commercial field here, but there 
is certainly a lim it to all things. 
The proposition made by Mr. Batter 
leo was so absurd that it was not given 
a serious thought, in fact, it was not 
given a second thought. 
The letter 
went on to state that he was figuring 
with a party to operate the mill, and 
that tho said party wanted a bonus of 
$7,500 a year, and

abatement of the taxes.

Company, has operated its mill in this 
city for several years to its utmost cap­ 
acity, exhausting all the timber it own­ 
ed, therefore be it resolved: 
“ First, that we as citizens and rnenr 
hers of tho Commercial club of tho city

Lumber company, our appreciation of 
the magnitude of their expenditures in 
our city and tho constant employment 
of a largo number of our citizens who 
have always expressed themselves as 
being fairly and justly treated. 
“ Second, that fully appreciating tho 
valuo of any manufacturing industry 
in our city, and being desirous of en­ 
couraging and fostering such industries, 
we as citizens and taxpayers pledge our­ 
selves to render any assistance in our 
power to secure a reduction in taxation 
for any company that wishes to pur­ 
chase and operate said plant in this 
city, for the manufacture of lumber or 
any other industry, and to this end will 
use our united and individual efforts to­ 
ward a low tax valuation of said plant 
and stock, so that taxes may bo merely 
nominal.’’
